Burlington Island May Get Apts. And Golf

William Taylor, engineer for 


Burlington City, 
N .J., 
has 
a 


“dream ” that, if it were to be­ 


com e a reality, would transform 
Burlington Island into a m inia­ 
ture 
community 
of 
high-rise 


apartm ents, replete with a golf 
course and lake. 


T aylor’s idea which is being 
studied by Burlington City of­ 
ficials, calls for sealing off a 
100-acre lake 
from 
the 
river 
and constructing a bridge be­ 
tween the island and Burling­ 
ton. 


The 
island, 
comprising 459 
acres, lies in the middle of the 
D elaw are River between Bristol 
and Burlington. 
It’s 
one and 
three - q u arter miles long and 
five-eighths - of - a - mile wide. 


Taylor’s plan calls for the con. 
struction of apartm ents and a 
recreation are a on the island 


with general development to fol­ 
low. 


The lake, according to Taylor, 
now takes up one-fourth of the 
island. The lake’s depth runs 
from 40 to 45 feet. W arner Co. 
has dredging rights at the lake 
site until 1909. 
“ Bv sealing off a sm all in­ 


let,” Taylor said, “ Burlington 
City would have a huge m an­ 
m ade lake, ideal for swimming 
and boating.” 


Taylor related that he and his 
late father, S. H erbert Taylor, 
often toyed with the idea when 
the elder Taylor was city en­ 
gineer for Burlington City.
